His qptnion was 
that wickedness had its origin in thoughtlessness 
and that laziness was the unquenched source of 
criminality. As aa illustration of laziness, he 
gave a laughable description of that interesting 
creatine, tne Boston plumber. Society, he be¬ 
lieved, was one of the rocks upon which men 
wreck, and that society is one of the greatest 
wrecks of the (•resent age. He made a vigorous 
attack upon high life, and pointed with scorn at 
the rage in a neighboring city—the bowing down 
to the woman who forget* the instincts of the 
mother while following the arts of the courtezan. 

I he )'»ung society lady usually so deficient in 
domrMic accomplishments was sharply critici-xd, 
and dissected like a specimen. The lecturer com¬ 
pared present society to that of the reign of Louis 
XIV, and asserted that especially was our society 
in danger because under our government it cen¬ 
ters in the home circle, not a court. From wracks 
tlie speaker proceeded to the discussion of 
Wreckers, and dropping trivial matters, took up 
the issues of government. Nihilism in Russia, 
Socialism in Germany, and Communism in 
France, were mentioned as danger* bv which a 
government may be wrecked, lie alluded to tlie 
wlwle ship's company of German 5 »*<ialists that 
arrived last Monday, and who came Ut propagate 
their ideas on free soil. He claimed tliat Nihi¬ 
lism was foremost in tightening the cords of an¬ 
archy, and that Socialism only more widely sep¬ 
arates the classes. Our country has these fire¬ 
brands slumbering. When Line'In performed 
those noble acts in administration, did a species 
•A Nihilism break out; the ra:!-ruad riots were the 
offshoot of a sort of Socialism, and the sandhills 
showed a Communistic element. Strikes were 
dwelt upon; they were considered portentous of 
greater evils, and are the instruments of Nihilism, 
^socialism and Communism. 

Speculation is another wrecker, the “policy" 
system of politicians and others, the so called 
Reform movements, Ac., Ac.

One by one her 
children made their escape by going 
oiwof the world; and, after the Iasi 
wurf^JCine, she toiled steadily on still, 
until she dropped. 

“That man of hers," a neighbor 
told me, at her funeral, “took thcla»t 
pennies she bad from under her pil¬ 
low when she was dying—took ’em 
for drink. That is the reason he 
ain’t here. Notv she cau’t work, 
what does he care?”

The 46 th Congress filtered Opoti it" 
final session nt precisely meridian to¬ 
day, without important incident. In 
fact there was a solemnity surround¬ 
ing the occasion that 8HVoretl of I lit 
pathetic and fiinereiil. A large pro¬ 
portion of the distinguished gentle 
men of the lower house were meeting 
their associates for the last time, in 
all human probability. A nomination 
for Congress is at all times a difficult 
thing to secure; a renoniination de¬ 
cidedly more difficult, but a re nomi¬ 
nation associated with a prior defeat 
is among the most uncertain experi¬ 
ences of political life. Many of the 
aforesaid are in precisely this catego¬ 
ry. Add*} to this unpleasant condi¬ 
tion of affair*, the dominant party in 
the House have returned from a dis¬ 
astrous campaign, wherein the period 
of their domination reached a calami¬ 
tous conclusion. The minority ovei 
whom they have exulted for the past 
six years, assumes the dimensions of 
u majority three months lienee, and 
calls fora respectful treatment in tin* 
meantime. Under these circumstan¬ 
ces the d. g. before mentioned were 
not expected to assume that hilarious 
attitude which had distinguished their 
recent deliberations, and tbe funereal 
aspect of today’s meeting was both 
natural anti proper. 

When Mr. Randall grasped the gav¬ 
el for the Inst time, and swung hi* 
eagle eye over his bereaved associates, 
more than one iniquitous reporter de¬ 
tected upon that mild ami fatherly 
countenance an expression of re-1 
proach. It seemed to say, “Ah. tuy \ 
children, had you only taken the old 
man’s advice this calamity would not 
have descended upon us. Have I not 
cried ‘fraud! fraud!!* for the last four 
\ ears and ye listened not Have I 
not held up before your eyes the loi¬ 
tering form of the defrauded Tildcii. 
ami pleaded for his vindication, and 
ye would not vindicate. Then, n!a-! j 
my children, them was a moment at 
Cincinnati when the mantle of our il¬ 
lustrious leader had descended upon 
niv unwOithy shoulders, and ye neg¬ 
lected the •pportuuity. Ah. my 
friends and fellow mourners, had you | 
only—” ami here the gavel descended I 
ami the expression was lost. 

Scarcely second in point of atten¬ 
tion from tlie reporters* gallery came 
the irrepressible Hewitt of New York, 
fresh from his disastrous experience 
with the Morey letter, and Judge Da¬ 
vies incidentally. Hewitt shambled 
in from the coat-room, shook hands 
with Mr. Springer, nodded across the 
aisle to Mr. Singleton of Mississippi, 
and then adjusting his eye-glasses 
hunted for his seat with a look of su¬ 
preme abstraction. The Massachu¬ 
setts members weie generally iu their 
seats. Dr. Luring, resplendent in 
new closely buttoned broadcloth; Le¬ 
opold Morse, as bustling and busiue.v* 
like as a commercial traveller; Mr. 
Bowman, cordial and effusive; Gov. 
Claflin, suave and dignified, and Mr. 
Robinson, beaming over his specta¬ 
cles like a “mother in Israel” at ado* 
nation party. 

Mr. Cox indulged in antics of a 
miscellaneous nature, which an in¬ 
corrigible artist of the press caught 
on the fly and will doubtless transmit 
to posterity through the pages of the 
Graphic. Messrs. Cameron ami 
Conkliug lounged in from the Senate, 
and were quickly surrounded by an 
admiring throng, as on the Democrat- 
ic side lien Iliii and the apoplectic | 
Eaton amused a choice coterie with 
possible reminiscences of the cam¬ 
paign. Mr. McPherson, who has an 
eve ou the Clerkship of the uext

Editor JJinka sat at his desk on 
Christmas morning, busily plying the 
scissors upon hits exchanges and mak¬ 
ing hasty notes for the next week’s 
edition of the Spugtown Bruiser.

*>y West. 

While New Englander* are shiver¬ 
ing before a bleak wind or being 
stifled before a stove, here we arc 
seated at open window* or lounging 
on the verandahs of the airy bouse* 
of this island, of which with troth It 
may be said the climate is as near 
perfect ion MABy climate can he found. 
Key West is a eort of misnomer, a* 
the island is not the extreme westerly 
point of the chain of islets which ap¬ 
pear to have drop|>cd off from the 
mainland of Florida—the Tortuga* 
group [Tortuga* means turtle^ really 
being such. Key West lias frequent 
communication with the outer world 
Steamers ply thence direct from New 
York, Cedar Keys, Galveston, and 
Havana; beside* which, quite a fled 
of schooners, brig* and otlioi sailing 
craft Hit about the shores and carry 
on a brisk trade with the neighboring 
coast*. 

In this age or electricity Key West 
is not behind others. She has a tele¬ 
phone: that I know, because I sent 
a message on it aud received an an¬ 
swer. Then her telegraph facilltie* 
are complete. The wires of the In¬ 
ternational Ocean Telegraph Co. lead 
northward 12 U miles to Fuiiterassa 
[in English, Low Point], thence by 
land to New York, nnd from there 
nil over creation. The Company’.* 
wires are laid iu the waters of the 
Gulf of Florida, on the western side 
of the coast line, and not in the wa¬ 
ters of the Atlantic Ocean. A branch 
line runs south to Havana, connect¬ 
ing with the Cuba Submarine Com¬ 
pany’.* wires, which extend to Sun 
Diego di Culm. Direct mail commu¬ 
nication with New York is per the I 
Mallory 8 . S. Line, ami to Cedar 
Keys per the Miller & Henderson 
Lino, this latter point is distant thirty 
hours by steamer. The International | 
Ocean Telegraph Co. laid their cable 
in 18.77, since when several breaks , 
have occurred, the chief cause of 
which being the injurigs inflicted by 
the teredo—a spiteful little marine 
insect, which list* of late, years ac¬ 
quired an abnormal taste for gutlu 
perclui, to gratify which he bores 
through the covering and penetrates 
the insulator, thereby cutting off tin* 
electric current When a break man¬ 
ifests itself, in*tt iiments suited to the 
purpose indicate closely where the 
injury is, the cable is tqifedlly raised, 
and the necessary’ length of new cable ‘ 
i* inserted. In shallow water from 
fifty to one hundred yards is probably 
injured, whereas in deep water from 
one to two miles iu length has to un¬ 
dergo repairs. The commerce of the 
island has one peculiar feature. When 
a cargo arrives, anti cargoes always 
are of a miscellaneous character, 
ranging from toothpicks to cases of 
nire wines, from lean cattle from 
Florida to scarce wild creatures, nil 
or none of which any Key Wester 
wants until the articles are placet! on 
public sale at auction, when—behold 
the wis«b»m of mankind!—every one 
wants everything. Thus the mer¬ 
chant realizes a modest profit. 

The food supply of Key West is so 
varied that all can he coutented. Her 
shores literally abound in fish, ninny 
sorts of which, from delicacy of, fla¬ 
vor. would rejoice the soul of Mr. 
Hlackford, while Seth Green would 
go wild over their variety; oysters ar¬ 
rive in plenty from Florida and are 
(delicious; a certain crab also exists 
in these parts and pleases the stom¬ 
achs of hungry man. 

As I *it and write, I glance out on 
the waters of the Gulf of Florida, the 
varied hues of which strike the eye 
with surprise. Close inland the wa¬ 
ter* arc silvery white or dark brown 
a* the bottom may he clear sand or 
heavy seaweed; farther out the colors 
change from ultramarine to sapphire; 
farther off, again, are the dark blue 
water* of the Gulf Stream, ho deep a 
blue a* to he almost black iu their in¬ 
tensity of color. To break the soli¬ 
tude of the scene, a negro ti*hermau 
has just come out, bearing his east- 
net on hi* shoulder; he wade* knee 
deep; then, as the uaiue of his net 
implies, having seen a fish, or per¬ 
haps a small school of fishes, lie casts 
his uet with a sweeping motion, aud, 
drawing it quickly towards him, dose* 
the mouth and secures his prey. Fish¬ 
ing is also practised with the line and 
hook. i 

The Island of Key West may be 
looked upon as of coral formation. It 
is irregular in shape, being in u direct 
line nowhere over five miles iu length 
nor fully two miles in width; its high¬ 
est point is scarcely fifteen feet above 
the level of the sea. The soil of the 
island bus largely beeu proem ed from 
the mainland; vessels bring it thence 
i iu ballast. The climate admits of the 
growth of all sorts of Northern vege¬ 
tables, but the natives are too indo¬ 
lent to follow market gardening as a 
business; so, whenever a well-culli- 
! vated <q*it is found, be sure the pro 
j duct* are due to soiue immigrant's 
| care. Tomatoes, lettuce, rudi*h< s, 

! beau* of many sorts, also cahbagr* 

! in variety, aud sweet |H)tatoee, tlour- 
ish; *o do numberless fruits, not iho*e 
familiar to u* in tlu North, but oth- 
i ers with tropical names and of rich 
i aud luscious flavor. In your hark- 
yard you have bauauas and tiny hril- 
! limit red peppers; iu the front garden 
row - of weird-looking cocou palm* 
*land like seutiuels, laden with their 
fruit iu all slagen of glow t It and of 
ripeiu *ft. Dale palm* u!*o offer their 
golden fruit, ami the brown *npodilia 
bide* itself under the thick daik green 
' of its leaves. The island is depeud- 


ent on rain for the water supply, whirl, 
rarely fails. Cisterns are numerous 
and large. The dry season continue* 
from December to the first of May; 
still, all is bright and fresh-looking 
and green. Wells there are, bnt tin* 
rain water is preferred for all domes 
tic purpose*. 

The export trade of Key West con¬ 
sist* In the produce of her sponge 
fisheries snd in the sale of her manu¬ 
factured segars. A large fleet of tin) 
vessels is engaged in the sponge fish¬ 
ery, which if not lucrative is at least 
profitable in its pursuit.

Tin 
unwound end of this cubic terminate* 
in u hook, on a post, so tknit a hook 
on the express train will catch it, and 
nipidjy unwinds the rope, the patent 
car thus being started aud soon run | 
ning a* fast as the express. The 
small engine winds up the rope, and 
draws the car up to the rear of the 
train, wheu passengers and baggage 
are rapidly trausferted, the car un¬ 
hitched, and the small engine help* it 
l-«*ck to the station.
